As he arrived the assailant made his 


escape over a fence and disappeared 
somewhere in the dark alley. 


Two 
other 
persons, who

cabins In the alley saw the fellow go- 
ing away and can giive a good descrip- 
tion of him. 


Pedercini's assailant will show the 


marks of conflict himself for the old 
man, retaining hold on the padlock, 
struck him several times on the back 
of the head and held his trouser leg 
with his bloody hands. 


A police call was sent in and Offi- 


cers Berry and T'atum responded. They 
inspected the place where the hold-up 
occurred and then set out to find the 
miscreant. 


Prom all indications the attack was 


made by someone who was familiar 
with the premises and Knew Mr. Pe- 
dercinl's habits, so that he could.hold 
him up;,as he'was closing, the saloon. 
The evident intent was to- knoc"k the 


. old man unconscioxis and then rob the

One of Lovelock's Best Liked Citizens Rilled by it

automatic. 
He removed all the car- 


tridges except one in the barrel that 
escaped notice. 
'While attempting to 


demonstrate . the mechanism 
of

weapon it was- accidentally discharged 
and the fatal wound was inflicted. 


The. intestines were punctured and 


the bullet lodged in the liver of the 
injured man. 
Dr. Hood of Reno was 


wired for 'and local medical aid was 
quickly at hand. 


"When" Dr. Hood arrived he held 
a 


short consultation with the other doc- 
tors and an operation was decided up- 
on. 
The injured ;'rnan was placed un- 


der anaesthetics and .an effort was 
made to remove the bullet and reunite 
the severed organs, but the efforts of 
the physicians were unsuccessful. 


Agent 'Walters was very popular in 


Lovelock. • He came there from Red 
Bluff, Cal., where the body has been 


shipped for interment. 
He was aged 


39 years and is survived by a widow, 
mother, two .sisters and a brother.
